Monoogah and other coal mines in tho
Fairmont diatrict. Fairmont has not
had the bleaaingof railroad competition
in the transportation of its coal to tho
marts of the great lakoa and the west.
This new line to New Martinsville

would furnish the deurod cotupelitivo
line if an alliance a liounl be otl'octed botweenthe Ohio Kiver and the Cloveland,Lorain & Wheeling. The coal
would go over the Monongahelallivor to
Clarkaburg, over tho new road to New
Martinsville, and on tho Ohio river to
thia city, all of them Camden roads.
From Wheeling the lakes would be
reached via tho Clevelaud, Lorain
Wheeling. An arrangoment such a»
the one outlined, ia thought by many
to be tho rosult of tho presont confer*
ence of official*.
